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the  82  Princetonians  who  are  planning  and  working 
for  the  future  while  quietly  observing  the  second  anni- 
versary of  the  establishment  of  the  Princeton  Com- 
munitys  newest  religious  congregation — the  Calvary 
Baptist  Church.  Brought  into  being  in  the  early  spring 
of  1955.  almost  a  century  after  Princeton's  first  Baptist 
church  (  now  part  of  the  Baptist  Church  at  Penns  Neck ) 
had  opened  its  doors  at  the  corner  of  Alexander  Street 
and  College  Road,  the  two-year  old  chuuch  can  point 
to  the  kind  of  steady  and  re-assuring  growth  that  has 
produced  a  200  per  cent  rise  in  membership.  It  has  now 
reached  the  level  where  its  guiding  officers  can  think 
in  terms  of  building  on  the  site  they  acquired  nearly 
two  years  ago  in  the  vicinity  of  Princeton  High  School. 

Calvary  Baptist's  brief  history,  and  for  that  matter 
the  development  of  these  United  States,  emphasizes 
that  inspirational  leadership  and  the  understanding 
assistance  of  others  are  the  indispensable  elements 
when  it  comes  to  laying  the  groundwork  for  a  new 
institution  of  any  sort.  The  former  was  supplied  in 
large  measure  by  the  late  Harrison  Theodore  Sorg, 
founder  of  the  nationwide  Blue  Cross  hospitalization 
program  and  later  president  of  the  New  Jersey  Hos- 
pital Service  Plan.  The  survey  demonstrating  the  need 
for  a  church  in  Princeton's  "northeastern  corner"  was 
carried  forward  by  volunteers  from  the  Theological 
Seminary,  while  the  Westminster  Choir  College  made 
its  Chapel  available  for  Sunday  services  and  and  also 
provided  office-space  in  its  Administration  Building. 

Seven  weeks  after  the  inaugural  service  at  the  Choir 
College,  the  committee  of  12  founding  members  called 
to  Princeton  from  Wilson,  N.Y.,  the  church's  first  full- 


time  minister,  James  H.  Middleton,  a  graduate  of  Buck- 
nell  University  and  the  Colgate-Rochester  Divinity 
School.  This  31-year  old  native  of  Rochester,  N.Y.,  ha5 
been  primarily  responsible  for  the  evolution  of  a  com- 
prehensive parish  program  which  includes  a  kinder- 
garten-through-twelflh  grade  church  school  with  an  en- 
rollment of  some  70  children,  an  active  couples'  club 
and  a  women's  service  society.  Every  Wednesday  eve- 
ning, in  accordance  with  American  traditions  of  yester- 
year, the  church  holds  its  mid-week  service  in  a  mem- 
ber's home  and  over  the  year  rotates  the  service 
through  the  parish,  from  home  to  home. 

In  the  past  two  years,  under  the  supervision  of  Ken- 
neth Maxwell,  Director  of  International  Relations  for 
the  National  Council  of  Churches,  Calvary  Baptist  has 
conducted  a  half-dozen  surveys  of  religious  affiliations, 
"contacting"  more  than  1.000  homes  in  the  growing 
sections  of  Princeton  and  subsequently  sharing  this 
data  with  other  local  churches.  From  the  N.J.  Baptist 
Convention  the  church  has  received  a  certificate  of  merit 
for  ranking  among  the  first  five  Baptist  churches  in  tha 
state  in  the  all-important  category  of  "per  capita  bene- 
volences." It  has  also  been  honored  by  the  American 
Baptist  Convention  as  "Baptist  Associate  in  College 
Work" — the  first  church  to  qualify  for  such  recogni- 
tion in  connection  with  the  weekly  program  it  sponsors 
for  students  away-from-home.

"community  churches";  for  building  for  Princeton's

Cleveland  Lane,  concurring  with 
the  majority,  endorsed  100%  as- 
sessment; or,  in  fact,  endorsed 
the     Princeton    Township     proce- 

"We're  delighted!"  exclaimed 
Township  Tax  Assessor  Stuart 
Robson,  the  recipient  of  much 
unfavorable  comment  following 
last  fall's  re-assessment  survey 
and  the  subsequent  true-value  as- 
sessment decision.  Elaborating. 
Mr.  Robson  commented,  "We're 
sure  our  method  will  meet  gen- 
eral approval  when  it  is  under- 
stood by  everyone.  We  don't 
think  we've  been  unfair,  but  we 
must  educate  the  citizens.  And,  in- 
cidentally, we've  found  that  our 
true- value  assessments  come  to 
92%  of  the  sales  value  of  all 
Township  property  sold  since  Sep- 
tember, which  looks  good  to  us."

We  hope  to  do  the 
ironing  as  smoothly  as  possible." 

In  Princeton  Borough,  where  a 
similar  re-assessment  survey  was 
completed  last  year  but  the  ta-\ 
asse&or  elected  to  assess  at  one- 
third  of  the  true  value,  city  of- 
ficials tipped  their  hats  to  their 
seemingly  psychic  counterparts. 
All  of  Ihem  ale  crow  gracefully, 
though  some  were  forced  to  ad- 
mit they  had  favored  a  100%  plan 
and  had  argued  against  the  one- 
third  idea  in  December,  when  the 
latter  was  chosen.

Close  Races  Expected.  Next 
month's  primary  election  will  not 
mean  a  great  deal,  since  Repub- 
licans and  Democrats  figure  to 
run  unopposed  in  Princeton  (bar- 
ring an  unforeseen  write-in-vote), 
but,  at  least,  its  advent  has 
prompted  some  interesting  politi- 
cal announcements.  Thanks  to 
last  Thursday's  petition  -  tiling 
deadline  for  the  primary,  both 
parties  have  been  obliged  to  show 
their   hands  —  hands   they    hope 

Alter  waiting  until  the  absolute 
deadline  before  announcing  their 
Borough  candidates,  official  or- 
ganizations of  both  parties  re- 
ported several  surprises  —  as  well 
as  the  fact  that  the  crucial  may- 
oralty race  will  find  veteran  poU- 
ticos  facing  each  other.  The  GOP 
named  Councilman  Tristam  B. 
Johnson  as  its  choice  for  mayor, 
with  political  newcomers  Ralph 
D,  Hulit  and  Arthur  P.  Morgan 
as  his  running-mates  for  Council. 
The  Democrats  endorsed  Ray- 
mond   F.    Male    for    mayor    and 


Selection  of  Mr.  Johnson,  now 
serving  as  Council  president,  came 
as  no  surprise  to  those  who  have 
watched  the  development  of 
Princeton  politics  of  late.  He 
had  been  mentioned  since  Mayor 
Sturges  first  reported  his  decision 
to  bow  out  of  the  picture.  Mr. 
Hulit  and  Mr.  Morgan  were  logi- 
cal GOP  choices,  despite  their 
lack  of  political  background,  be- 
cause Mr.  Johnson's  elevation, 
plus  the  planned  retirement  from 
politics  of  Charles  J.  Rocknak, 
has  opened  the  door  for  new  Re- 
publican blood. 

On  the  Democratic  side  of  the 
ledger,  Mr.  Male's  candidacy  came 
as  somewhat  of  a  surprise  to 
many  Princetonians.  Though 
mentioned  frequently,  he  had 
steadfastly  said,  "No,"  apparent- 
ly feeling  that  his  close  defeats 
in  the  last  two  general  elections 
were  reasons  to  give  someone  else 
a  chance.
